I considered it. my duty to .exercise | 

- the power of convening the; general as- 
. sembly at a different place from the one 
pointed out by the’constitution, in con- 
. sequence of the epidemic disease which - 
made its appearance in the city óf-Nat- 
chez about the middle of the-last month. 

This step was not-determined upon un- ` 
til it was ascertained that there existed 
no probable grounds to-hope that the 
. health of the city. would be restored by 
the time appointed for the legislature to 
assemble. r ee E 


The city of Natchez, for many years 
past has been remarkable for its health- 
uiness. “In the course of the preceed- 
ing summer the streets in the lower part | 
|. of the town were’ raised, conformably 
to the gradation directed by the officers. 
of the corporation; the adjacent: lots 
"which ought to have been filled up.as 
the' public ‘work progressed, were in 
many instances neglected - by. their 
individual ‘owners. ‘The consequence _ 
was, that in à. short time, ponds. of ‘pu- 
-trid water were formed in the heart of: 
the city. To this circumstance we may 
. chiefly attribute the cause which either 
"produced the disease, or if brought 
from any other place, gave it an' epi.’ 
demic and malignant character., While. 
we deplore this afflicting evil we. have 
the consolation to hope, from the . ade 
vanced period of the year, that: sts con 


cal 

tinuance will not bé long, and-that- nt 
` all probability, by. a proper attention in 
füture,a recurrence of thé calamity may. 

be prevented. | 
. The change that-has recently taken: 
place in our. political :condition; .must 
be gratifying to all who entertain a just; 
pride in:the fullexercisé and enjoyment 
< of those privileges, which the instituti- 
ong. ofa peoplesvested with sovereign 
authority; alone can. confer... While 
' therefore, we. acknowlege with justice, 
the fostering and protecting hand of the 
general government, during: the period 
of our infant state, we cannot: be other- 
wise than gratified; that the time; has. 
_ arrived, when we, are about -to-partici- 
_.. pate in‘all the rights and to éome under 
all the obligations incident to:a constitu- 
. ent member of the Union. Nor does this 
feeling originate in.a restless dispositi- 
on or evidence.an aversion to the legal 
and constitutional controul, so essential 
| to the preservation of that order‘in so- 
‘ciety, without which rational freedom 
cannot exist. It emariates from a more 
hoble source, fromthe sacred regard eri- 
tertained by our citizens,for those great 
principles of self-government which se- 
' cure to them in the highest degree the 
 inestimable blessings of liberty ; princi- 
ples which never -can-be- lost sight of 
by a people devoted’ to. the support of 
a government founded upon ‘their own 
will. and administered for: their exclu-

‘by the states in a disunited capacity, 
while the states possess ‘all the powers 
‘requisite. for the administration of inter- 
nal affairs. ' The authority of both be- 
ing thus delineated, it is: essential to. the 
mainténance of. the entire system, that 
each. should act’ within their assigned 
limits ;- the first may be-considered the 
medium through which the glory, char- 
. acter, and strength of thie nation is seen, 
felt and. exerted; the second” exhibits 
the domestic: ipólicé of.the ‘country em- 
bracing a great variety of objects, all 
important to the security,’ prosperity 
and happiness ofthe community. : ‘They 
are mutually bound to ‘support each o- 
ther.in the constitutional. exercise o] 
their respective duties, and to observe 
; a reciprocal vigilance against the as-

This being the first General Rasen | 
pa convened since the adoption of the

The amount of dis- 
bursements includes extraordinary ex- 
penditures-to a large amount, among 
those the pay and contingent expenses 
of the convention is the most consider- 
able, having amounted to upwards of 
nine thousand dollars—the surhs paid 
for printing and binding the digest 6f 
the statutes, and the money paid to the 
. Natchez Hospital, amount to near eight 
thousand dollars. , ; 

In order to support the credit of the 
government, by being at all times pre- 
pared. to discharge the current de- 
mands, an increase of the present rate 
of taxation, in consequence of the new 
state of things, is aeai requi- 
site: the augmentation, however, need 
not be considerable, provided a perma- 
nent revenue system shall be adopted. 

On this fisrt occasion of my address- 


ing the representatives of the State, 


were I to refrain from acknowledgin 

my gratitude to the people for the ho- 
nor they have conferred on me, by se- 
lecting me to fill the- office of chief Ma- 
gistrate, it would betray an indiffer- 
ence to popular favor I have never felt, 
and evidence a want of respect for the 
great principle of equal rights, which 
I trust I shall ever regard as the foun- 
dation of our. liberties, while T can, 
with the utmost sincerity declare, that
